Just a little reminder 
of our closest vic¬ 


tory. I must say out of all the animal rights 


issues, fur is my main target. Something 
about it just totally disgusts me. When you 
look at a pair of leather shoes, you don't see a 
cow immediately because it doesn't look any¬ 
thing like one. But when you look at a fur 
coat, it looks exactly like what it is, the skin 
of a once living beautiful creature. Fur leads 
the way in our ignorance towards the feel¬ 
ings of other creatures. 

So, first off, in case you don't know, fur 
comes from two places. Either it is trapped 
or farmed. Fur farms are rarely seen. These 
animals live in cages usually stacked and in 
rows for their lives. I've been to a fur farm 
and I can say that it gave me a sick feeling. It 
was in the middle of nowhere, all of a sudden 
I saw rows of cages with animals in them, 
outdoors, with very little roofing. I'll never 
forget that. Beautiful creatures enslaved for 
this beauty. 

The fur industry would like you to believe 
that these animals were treated well and their 
death was as pleasant as going to sleep. This 
couldn't be farther from the truth. Methods 
of killing on fur farms vary from gassing, 
suffocation, electrocution through the mouth 
and anus, and neck breaking. Not to men¬ 
tion that often animals go insane from the 
isolation and environmental deprivation. 
Cages are around 28"xl0"xl6". 

Trapping is very brutal. When caught, the 
animals suffer slow, excrutiating deaths. 
They often starve, freeze, get attacked by 
predators, or chew their own limbs of trying 
to escape. Some traps are set under water, 
resulting in the animals drowning, and some 
are even set in trees so they hang in them. If 
they are still alive when the trapper arrives, 
they will be bludgeoned or strangled. Also, 
the traps do not select which animals are 
caught and often catch "trash animals", in¬ 
cluding pets and endangered species. I read 
once of a man whose dog got caught in a trap. 
He said that the trap was so strong that if he 
would have been there to help his dog, he 
wouldn't have had the strength to. Many 
times trappers have set the traps low to show 
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people that the traps aren’t as strong as they really are. How would you feel if your dog or cat got caught in 
one of these traps? I’ll bet that would draw you to some action. 

The fur industry has taken a pretty bad fall in the past few years so now they have to come up with some 
new plans. Most of their sales are coming from items such as fur trim and leather coats. They had to 
reorganize themselves or go under. This winter wasn’t as bad of a loss as it could have been. With so many 
going out of business, it has left less competition, resulting in a higher individual success. Sorry if that 
depresses you, it should motivate you to end it. By targeting such things as trim and leather they were able 
to keep up. Now they have this big campaign claiming fur as a fabric. If they disguise it well enough, it 
might just sell. They are putting blinders on people. You pretty much have to be blind not to see fur for 
what it is. 

They are also trying to keep up with the times by saying "fur is a choice". They realize people don't like 
to be told what to do. They are trying to incorporate this idea into fur with the thinking that "you deserve 
it and don't let anyone tell you otherwise. It's your choice" (too bad for the animals). 

What we have to do is make our voices heard loud and clear. It's time to put an end to this. We need to 
regularly protest fur stores, mass educate the public (take 2-4 people out and leaflet for a couple hours), and 
confront anyone in fur. We have to let them know it's unacceptable. 

Also, just because it's summer is no reason for us to get a vacation. We should be out educating all year 
round. The fur stores don't have a summer vacation and you better believe the anim als don't get one. They 
endure extreme heat and approximately 10% die from heat exhaustion. As long as the animals are suffer¬ 
ing, we need to keep up the pressure. 

So if we do protest and leaflet all year, by the time the cold season comes, people will feel very awkward 
about wearing or buying fur next year. People wear fur for it's luxurious status symbol. If we make it so 
they can't leave home without seeing anti-fur signs, their coats will lose their appeal. 






Also, during the summer as much as 40-45% of some fur stores profits are derived from storage, restyl¬ 
ing, and remodeling previously bought furs. So people do enter fur stores all year. We need to be there 
frequently to discourage them. 

If a group of activists held a civil disobedience on a fur farm, then the media would get shots of the 
horrible conditions on these farms. Other great ideas are "We'd Rather Go Naked Than Wear Fur" pro¬ 
tests, adopt a symphony (to hand out fur cards to the wearers), or anything you can think of to catch 
people's attention. Use your imagination. 

If you have any local fur stores, make them your main target. If there are no protests, organize one 
yourself. It's really simple. You'll get your point across to a lot more people if your active and that's what 
the animals need. People will notice you. You have to do as much as you can. Our voice is in the 
minority (although most agree on this issue) so we can't just sit back and be silent. All you need is a 
group of people, some flyers and some posters, and you will deter business which hurts the fur industry 
and saves lives. 
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Think of the end results and vyhat 
we have already accomplished! We 
have to let everyone know the truth 
about fur and we can't give up until 
it's banned! 

It takes at least: 
100 chinchillas, 
100 squirrels, 62 
minks, 40 sables, 
30 rabbits, 27 rac¬ 
coons, 18 red 
foxes, 13 lynxes, or 
11 beavers to 
make one fur coat 
(not counting 
trash animals). 
The fur industry 
is on it's last leg. 
We must over¬ 
power it now to 
spare these ani¬ 
mals! 
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DIRECT ACTION 


The following article was sent in 
by an anonomous writer. I am 
enclosing it for informational 
purposes, not telling you to break 
the law, you make your own 
desicions. I happen to find it very 
interesting and hopefully you will 
too. To the anonomous writer-thank 
you. 

It appears as if we are seeing a dra¬ 
matic increase in the number of di¬ 
rect actions (DA) being carried out 
by the Animal Liberation Front 
(ALF) and similar direct action 
groups. It is my view that we must 
be strategic, intellligent, and focused 
if we want to be successful in the 
long run. If we take out the weaker 
animal abusers now, our resources 
and targets will not be so stretched 
in the future. Specifically, if we com¬ 
pletely defeat the fur trade now, the 
meat, dairy, vivisection, etc. indus¬ 
tries will be easier to handle in the 
future. Divided they fall, right? 

"Direct action" is a term that can 
apply to many forms of activism but 
is commonly used in reference to 
live animal liberation's and acts of 
economic sabotage (property dam¬ 
age). Direct action has been an im¬ 
portant part of every successful so¬ 
cial movements' history. The Un¬ 
derground Railroad, the Boston Tea 
Party, etc. are several actions where 
people risked their freedom for the 
better treatment of an oppressed 
group. Some criticize direct action 
but it should be noted that 1) without radical action, a society will not consider discussing an issue such as 
animal rights that requires such a change on the individuals part, 2) life is more valuable than an inanimate 
object such as a furriers windows, 3) direct action causes animal abuse to be cost prohibitive by causing 
insurance rates to rise, and 4) live liberation's achieve the desired goal immediately. To let an animal suffer 
on a farm and do nothing because of some sort of "respect for the law" is repulsive. 

I would like to discuss ways in which DA can be effectively used against tire fur trade. I will discuss live 
animal liberation's first. Basically, there are three ranch raised fur animals: mink, fox, and chinchilla. Mink 
and fox are genetically wild and will survive when released into the woods. Minks can travel five miles a 
day while fox can travel twelve. They disperse quickly so there should be no worry that a habitiat will be 
wrecked by a massive release of fur farm animals. 

Mink and fox do bite so heavy gloves are a necessity. They can be grabbed and dropped on the other side 
of the fence. Don't ever put them into bags together as many ALF cells do when dealing with other animals. 







These particular species are very likely to start fighting when piled on top 
of each other. One idea is to cut holes in the fence around the com¬ 
pound and then open all the cages so that the animals can 
find their own way out. Plenty of escape routes should 
be provided. None should lead the animals to¬ 
wards a busy road. Also, release type ac¬ 
tions should take place between late 
May and late October. If be¬ 
fore then, the animals 
will be too young 
and if after this time 
period, there may not 
be enough food avail¬ 
able. 

The chinchilla is a small 
herbivore that is native to 
the Andres mountains in 
South America. They can't be 
released into the wild and if 
liberated, should be given good 
homes. There are several things 
that should be taken into consid¬ 
eration concerning post raid chin¬ 
chilla care. An important one is that 
they have a hard time tolerating ex¬ 
tremes above 80 degrees F. If you 
should liberate chinchillas, please make 
sure that the person providing their new home 
has been educated about their special needs. 

Chinchilla rare books are available at the book 
store and library. 

Fur farms can still be hit even if a live libera¬ 
tion is not possible at that time. In October 
through December, the pelting stock (those 
about to be killed) will be the same size as the 
breeding stock (those kept to produce more 
animals). If all of the animals are released into 
the compound then the fur farmer won't know 
which are the breeders and which are the 
pelters. He will have to pelt them all out and 
spend thousands of dollars on new breeding 
stock. This is so annoying that sometimes they 
just give up for good. If anyone uses this tac¬ 
tic, they should make sure every animals cage 
is opened as it is hard for us to know which 
shed contains breeders and which doesn't. If a 
couple of sheds are left untouched, then you 
might miss the breeding stock completely and 
the purpose of the hit will not have been 
achieved. 






Non toxic dyes can be sprayed on the animals backs to ruin the economic value of their pelt. This is 
better than nothing, but as with the last described tactic, the animals will still be killed. The processing 
room and the feed storage barns can be hit as well. Malecky Mink Ranch in Yamhill, OR was put out of 
business when the ALF burned down their processing bam. Arson should only be used when it can be 
guaranteed that the fire will not spead to the sheds the animals are in. 

Fur farmers have specialized tractors that dispense feed on top of the cages. These vehicles can be 
trashed in a number of ways. One easy one is to buy a bottle of muratic acid at the hardware store. This 
costs about three dollars for one of two gallons. Simply pour it all over the engine and leave. 

Your state department of agriculture may have a list of fur farms in your state. You can call and ask and 
if they ask questions say your a potential fur farmer looking for breeding stock. It may be wiser to contact 
the Coalition to Abolish the Fur Trade. They have a small fur farm list, and while their list may not be 
complete, at least they won't tell who ordered the lists from them. For security purposes, claim you need 
the list for research and investigations. Their address is: RO. Box 40641, Memphis, TN 38174. Try and 
send $1 to cover postage and printing. 

Economic sabotage can also be employed. This simply involves smashing fur shops windows, squirt¬ 
ing super glue into the locks, spray painting, filling bell peppers or Christmas ornaments with paint and 
"paint bombing" the building, etc.. To be effective, a place should be hit repeatedly. Every hit causes 
security to increase so go for maximum destruction. 

Always wear masks as most furriers have cameras. Also, all equipment should be wiped with rubbing 
alcohol and warm soapy water to remove fingerprints. Wear gloves at all times when the hit is in progress. 
If caught, remember your Fifth Amendment right to silence. Police tell massive lies to make people talk. 
They try and coerce people by saying "we're trying to help you". They don't care about you so keep quiet 
at all times. When people narc, they bring the animals down as well bacause that ends an entire ALF cell.

To seal the envelope, a wet sponge is used instead of licking. Then it is addressed with a public type¬ 
writer or the same writing style. The press release is then sent to People for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals. If it is a fur hit it can be sent to the Coalition to Abolish the Fur Trade. 

Its past time to end the fur trade for good. Let's take to the streets and stop the killing. Action speaks 
louder than words.

Vivisection is plain torture on animals! Animals are burned, shocked, blinded, shot, poisoned, 
drugged, cut and tom limb from limb in the name of science. 

"So you mean to tell me that if you had to choose between the life of your child and an animal 
experiment, you'd let your child die?" Many people try to justify vivisection by presenting its many 
benefits. False benefits. In reality, you won't have to make that choice. The choice should be between 
humane methods being used. Animal tests can- 


not be applied to humans reliably because they are 
different from us. They are very inaccurate and 
have caused more harm than good, from wasted 
time, money and dangerous results. 

Funds that go to wasted animal tests, could go to 
effective humane tests such as tissue cultures, clini¬ 
cal studies and in-depth computer modeling. Ani¬ 
mal experiments are misleading, and unnecessary. 
Since animals respond differently than we do, the 
results are very hard to extrapolate. Often, tests 
that appeared to be safe, later turned out otherwise. 
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Recently, I was given a tour of a research lab along with some friends. There was 6 of us and we had 
to make an appointment two weeks prior to the tour. We were assured that they didn't need time to 
clean up, but how will we know. I think it would be safe to say that we probably caught them on one 
of their best days of the year. 

I was the first to arrive, with the others shortly after. I was greeted and told to sit and wait. In my 
short wait, I heard a lady grievingly ask if the animal rights people were there yet. It sounded obvi¬ 
ous she was dreading this. As I sat waiting, I noticed the incredible security features. To even leave 
the building you had to be buzzed out. 

When they were finally ready for us, we were brought to a small conference room for a minor educa¬ 
tional lecture on what they do and why (this was their way of justifying their actions). They do 
sensory tests for hearing, eyesight, and feeling loss. We were told how they use certain animals for 
their similarities to humans. An example was a chinchilla having very similar ears to us. One of the 
last things the researcher said was how she loved animals and that's how she got involved with this. 







resulting in permanent disability or death. 
Many tests have answers that are obvious 
conclusions. Instead of testing on unwill¬ 
ing animals, why not use Other methods 
of research? 

In many cases, laboratory experiments 
take place on companion ’animals; more 
than 250,000 a year. "Where do they get 
these animals?", you may be wondering. 
Some get them from breeders who make 
them purposely to sell to labs. In some 
states it is legal to confiscate animals from 
pounds and shelters. Unfortunately, this 
isn't something they let th^ pulic know if 
possible. People wouldn't feel to comfort¬ 
able bringing a stray to a Shelter if they 
were aware it might end ujj in a research 
lab being tested on. Ho\y on earth can 
someone betray our trust \yith these shel¬ 
ters? I think the majority of people love 
cats and dogs, yet it remains legal to tor¬ 
ture them in the name of science. 

"The researcher's central dilemma exists 
in an especially acute form jn psychology: 
either the animal is not like us, in which 
case there is no reason for performing the 
experiment; or else the anjmal is like us 
in which case we ought no^ to perform an 
experiment on the animal which would be 
considered outrageous on one of us." -Pe¬ 
ter Singer. 

Vivisectionists claim to be saving lives 
with their outdated inacciirate methods. 
Tests that are supposed to Save lives and 
find cures, are sacrificing others. Sounds 
a bit hypocritical. 
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She then said she believed animals were here for us to benefit and use for our own good. I couldn't 
believe what I was hearing. 

The animals housed were primates, cats, guinea pigs, chinchilla's, lizards, mice, pheasant and oth¬ 
ers. At this time there were no primates. We first saw the cats. They were in a room in cages with 
nothing in them. Some where around 10 cats in cages with food, water, wire floors and a solid shelf 
that was 1' X 3' to sleep on. It was a complete animal prison. Some of the cats were begging for our 
attention, while others seemed to be deathly afraid. I could only imagine why. These were normal 
housecats that were purposely bred and shipped like objects to be played with for humans. In the 
day, they were supposedly let out to play with some cat toys.

It was very real, 
and it really hurt. The researchers continued to show no sympathy. 

Next we went to a room with several different animals in closed quarters. We asked to take pictures 
and they would only let us take pictures of them out of the cages. She didn't handle them like she

"loved animals" either. After that we went to see some lizards in another room.

So she tried not to 
let us take the truth out with us. 

I can't help but wonder how much we didn't see. It was a Friday so there were no tests in progress. 
But was it a normal Friday? It seemed odd to me, they conviently scheduled us for a Friday being the 
only time they could. I wonder why? They were ready for us, yet any time the ALF has a break in, or 
there is some sort of undercover investigation they usually find conditions horrific. I guess that's part 
of being a lab though.

One 
would think 
they admire this 
creature for this 
beauty, but it 
seems to be the 
other way around. 

On any other 
given page you 
would find the 
typical man in cam¬ 
ouflage holding his 
gun, with his big 
kill next to him. I 
don't understand, I 
think my cats are 
adorable, but never 
on earth would I do 
anything as absurd as 
hunters. Nice way to 
show admiration. 

I talked to an ex¬ 
hunter recently. He told 
me he quit basically be¬ 
cause he "had problems 
with killing a beautiful 
creature". He couldn't 
live with it and realized 
he didn't have to. He also 
told me he really liked 

going out hunting. "No you don't," I said, 
"you like relaxing out in the woods where it's 
peaceful. You don't like to kill deer and that's what 
hunting is." He totally agreed. Without the gun 
and kill, it's simply a walk through the woods. 

Hunters claim hunting as a sport. The defini¬ 
tion of sport is: nl. Athletic game. 2. Fun. 3. 
Abnormal plant or animal. How can anyone call 


hunting a sport? An athletic game would imply 
that there were players and one could hardly con¬ 
sider the deer a player when it isn't aware of the 
game. It doesn't take much of an athlete to go out¬ 
side and sit around waiting for an animal to come 
within range of a gun. Maybe, if they had to catch 
and kill the animal with their bare hands, 

then it would be a bit 
more athletic (or cave¬ 
manlike). I guess when 
people file hunting un¬ 
der sport, they are 
thinking of definition 
#3. Man is not the 
natural predator to 
deer or any other ani¬ 
mal. This would 
make him abnormal. 
It's not normal to kill 
the true predator and 
replace it with your¬ 
self. Most people 
don't realize wolves 
are natural preda¬ 
tors to deer. Man 
hunted wolves to 
near extinction 
and now we won¬ 
der why deer are 
overpopulating. 
Now if in areas 
where there are 
no wolves deer 
overpopulate, 
who is the 
predator? 
Man? Not 
quite. Basi¬ 
cally, we 
photo: puiw * should not in- 
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terfere with mother nature. 

We are misled to think overpopulation is more 
of a problem than it actually is. We are totally lied 
about how hunting exists as some sort of popu¬ 
lation control. In their words: "Ideally, if the de¬ 
sired number of antlered and antlerless deer are 
taken each year, the herd will compromise of the 
lowest number of males and the highest number 
of breeding females. As a result, a maximum fawn 
crop will be produced each year." The Conserva- 





tionist. Sounds like a plan for overpopulation. If 
there are more deer, then they can sell more li¬ 
censes. Get the catch? 

Hunters have put themselves in a questionable 
position. As stated earlier. Photo: Fund For Animals 
hunters have killed the 
natural predators (like 
wolves) and taken over as 
predator. While nature 
intended for the predator 
to prey on the old or the 
weak, the hunter goes 
against this idea. He 
aimes at the largest pos¬ 
sible buck with his gun. 

Natural decimating fac¬ 
tors, which include death 
by starvation or thirst, ex¬ 
posure to extreme weather 
conditions, parasite, dis¬ 
ease, and natural preda¬ 
tion, work constantly and 
persistently to remove the 
old, sick and the weak. By 
picking the strong, big 
bucks, he is weakening 
the herds, therefore help¬ 
ing decrease the odds of 
survival. So hunters help 
cause the starvation they 
claim to prevent. Also, a 
high percentage of the 
animals' hunters wound 
later end up starving to 
death. Not surprising, 
seeing hunters aren't re¬ 
quired to be a super shot. 

Many hunters claim 
they hunt because it saves 
them money on food. 

Others have hunted to 
give meat to the those in 
need of food. Good idea? 

Not if you think it 
through. Hunting li¬ 
censes cost around $30. At 
very least it probably 
takes the average hunter 
around 25 hours in the 
woods to kill his deer, 
sometimes quicker. 


sometimes much longer. If this hunter was to go 
out and get a job even at a local grocery store earn¬ 
ing $5 an hour, 25 hours would earn him $125. 
That's not counting the money he's put into gear 

and guns. Let's say 
around $100 dollars a 
year minimum. So $125 
for the time, plus the $30 
license, plus $100 for the 
gear is $255. Now imag¬ 
ine how much more 
pasta (or grains, etc.) he 
could purchase with that 
money. That's a big dif¬ 
ference. He needs to 
spend his time and 
money more wisely. 

Deer can live up to 10- 
12 years in the wild. But 
with hunters killing such 
a large percentage, the 
average age can be less 
than 3 years. 

What kind of a person 
does it take to be a 
hunter, to go out into the

an animal and kill it? 

The whole idea of being 
responsible for killing 
something is one that 
most people can't live 
with. To take everything 
away from an animal 
and hide behind lies is 
selfish. Most people 
couldn't do it. Nobody 
should be allowed to. 

Our goal should be to 
inform the public about 
the myths of hunting. 
Hunters are by far a mi¬ 
nority and I think most 
people are against hunt¬ 
ing. The more people 
learn about its mis- 
truths the easier our 
battle will be. Hunting 
is one tradition that 
needs to be abolished. 




ACTIVIST IDEAS 

This is a new section to us here and hopefully, it will continue. Since the last issue we've seemed to get a 
ton of mail asking what more we can do than changing our diets. This is here to give you some ideas. We 
can use help so any ideas you have, please send them in! Any tactics that you may have found to be 
successful or worth a try, we'll print most of them so the activists can use them. These ideas are great for 
almost anytime, so pick one and go to work. 

A great way to get to some department stores that sell fur is to go in and grab stacks of postage paid credit card 
applications. When you get home fill them out with "stop selling fur" and send them in. This works great with 
malls on private property where it may be one of the few options. 

Keep your eyes out for the advertising signs with the changeable letters. You can rearrange the letters to make 
slogans for free animal rights advertising. It's best to do this on a Saturday night, so it has a better chance of staying 
up for a day, if the place is closed on Sunday. 

When paying bills, always enclose some kind of animal rights flyer. Some have written or stamped slogans on 
checks or money. 

When going to the doctors, dentists or anyplace with a waiting room, be sure to leave flyers for people to read. It 
works great. 

Make homemade stickers with quotes like "eating animals" of "wearing fur" that conveniently fit great on stop 
signs. 

If the rodeo or circus comes to town, tear down any signs or advertisements you see. Or maybe make your own to 
put up over it. A good "cancelled" sticker over it might do some good. 

Someone wrote in saying how she noticed a ton of banners around the city. One night she went out and took a milk 
banner, took it home and painted over it in white, then made her own banner. She then took and hung it on an 
overpass on the highway during rushhour for everyone to see. 

Make homemade flyers targeting local animal abuser and post them eveywhere, on telephone poles, bulletin boards, 
etc.. 

Others have went out at night with posters and paste (made from flour and water) or spray adhesive and made 
their point across the city. Repeated posters is a great way to catch the eye. They pasted them on bridges, cement 
walls, bus stops, abandoned buildings and anywhere else they could imagine. They did this once every few weeks 
seeing how many they could do in one night. Imagine if just five people put up 25 posters. 

If you have a bedroom window visible from the street, consider putting a poster in it for people to see. 

Call these 1 800 numbers and give them a piece of your mind. Each call costs them money, so call alot and stay on 
the line as long as possible.

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OVERPOPULATION... 

To the rats and 
cockroaches, a population of 
8 billion isn't such a crazy 
thing. The earth would 
probably have no problem 
living with them. These 
animals are part of a greater 
scheme. Ecology and 
entropy are sciences of that 
scheme. Ecology as a whole 
could essentially be made 
into a map or chart. You 
could follow the lines of 
nature working, this animal 
helps that animal and so on. 
Many books and resource 
guides have similar charts, 
but surprisingly enough the 
human seems to be absent. 

Are we above the 
ecological order of nature as 
human beings? Ecology has 
proven itself to be an 
important science, how 
could we possibly ignore our 
place in it? Has the ecologist 
become too ashamed to 
admit what we've done or 
has he been suppressed by 
society as a whole telling 
him to continue as it were. 

Our population is a clear 
sign of how we ignore 
ecology. According to recent 
United Nations' studies, the 
current world population is 
somewhere around four 
billion. It has taken us 
100,000 years to build a 
population of that size. Life
